About the Tournament... 


History 

The National Association of Intercollegiate Athletics Men's Basketball National Championship is 
rich in tradition. It is the oldest and largest intercollegiate basketball tournament in the world. The 
NAIA emanated from the National Association of Intercollegiate Basketball (NAIB) and began in 
1937 as an eight-team college invitational tournament in Kansas City, Missouri. It was intended to fill 
the void created when the national Amateur Athletic Union tournament moved from Kansas City to 
Denver, Colorado. By 1939, the event had expanded to the present-day 32-team format. Except for 
in 1944, when wartime travel restrictions cancelled the tournament, and in 1945, when those same 
limitations cut the field to 16 teams, 32 of the nation’s best small colleges have composed the 
tournament field annually. In 1992, NAIA Men’s Basketball split into two division, with the Division | 
tournament continuing in Kansas City. In 1994, the tournament moved to Tulsa, Oklahoma. This is 
the fourth year that the NAIA Division | Men's Basketball National Championship has taken place at 
the Mabee Center. 


Qualification 

The NAIA lays claim to having the largest intercollegiate championship basketball event because 
the 32 teams competing in Tulsa this week comprise the final round of a tournament that actually 
began with some 155 schools. 


A total of 22 conferences and sections conducted Division | men’s basketball tournaments in 1997. 
Each tournament champion earned an automatic berth into this year’s national tournament.
